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Many shall run to and fro, and knowledge shall be increased.—Dan. xiie 4. 
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When we consider that John by the light of 
Revelation “saw a great multitude, which no man 
could number, of all nations, and kindreds, and 
et a2 and tongues, standing before the throne and 
before the Lamb clothed with white robes, and 
palms in their hands, ” Rev. vii. 9. “ White 
Robes,” emblems of purrty, and “ Palms in their 
hands,” the tokens of victory ever sin; and this 
purity, and this victory, the happy attainment of 
“a great multitude which no man could number,” 
and this great multstude composed “ of all nations, 
and kindreds, and tongues, and people.’ 1 think 
we are put in possession of evidence, that estab. 
lishes beyond a doubt, the truth of the apostolic 
assertion, that “the grace of God that bringeth 
salvation” is not, and never was bounded by Geo- 
graphical lines, nor confined to any description of 
raankind ! The fact disciosed by the great Apos- 
tle in this text, is I think, a posttive proof that the 
love of God is extended to all his rational family, 
that the means of Salvation are es unlimited as 
the presence and powe?’ of the Deity. The doc- 
trine of my opponent isat war, not only with the 
sentiments of tie inspired Writers, but with facts 
which demonstrate in the clearest manner, the 
vnbounded metcy and mjinite justice, of our adore- 
able Creator. 

It was an phorism of our blessed Lord, “ By 
their fruits ye shal) know them. Men do not 
gather Grapts of thorns, nor Figs of thistles.” 
When I see an individual or a nation, bringing 
forth the fruits of goodness, mercy, temperance, 
patience, justice, and charity, there methinks I 
see the work of (iod’s good Spirit,and I am will- 
ing to acknowledge these, however, they may dif- 
fer from mein doctrines or opinions as the sub- 
jects of Divine Grace. “ Ever and perfect 
rift cometh down from above.” It is impossible 
tor our weak human nature, unassisted by Divine 
Grace, to produce these good fruits ! My opponent 
holds the doctrine of ** Man’s total depravity.” 
How then can he reconcile his doctrine with the 
fact, that those who inever had the Scriptures, 
nor any outward knowledge of Christ, have been 
eminently virtuous? 1 think it ean orly be recon 
ciled by admitting, that these pious heathen were 
largely assisted by Divine Grace ! 

The measure of Gods mercy is net to be estima- 
ted by his outward Gifts and biessngs ! He gives 
these to “ the evil and to the good.” He has given 
the Scriptures to as ungrateful aid rebellious a 
people as ever existed, not exceping the Jews! 
He has withheld them from million, who without 
them have manifested more of the fruits of sincere 
piety and devotion, than those whq have bad this 
blessing! This position may be considered by 
many as problematical, if not untemble. A refer. 
ence to historical facts will,1 thilk, confirm it. 
J am aware of the influence that ijterested men 
bave had, to produce on their hearrs a different 
sentiment. Many of the Authors o Books, Pam- 
phlets, and Tracts, have beenion me side of the 
question, We have had little but exjarte evidence 
There are two heathen Nations, howver, of whose 
virtues we have had some small estimony—to 
which I shall refer, afier giving a ery imperfect 
view of the vices and enormities of tose who have 
been favoured with the Scriptures 

It was not long after the exit o the Apostles, 
that professing Christians, with tht Scriptures in 
their hands, and professing to be glided by them 
as the rule of faith and practice,quarreled and 
shed human blood in torrents on tle most trifling 
difference of sentiment.—It was gificient cause 
for the perpetration of the greates! ctuelties that 
one thought Easter should be celehated on one 
day, while his brother thought it oujht to be ce- 
Jebrated on another.—It was an ocgsion of the 
bitterest enmity, that ane believed inthe Unity of 
the Deity, whilst the other thought pat God was 
composed of parts, and hence as well § from other 
causes, the most violent and outragejis measures 
were pursued that ever disgraced hjman nature, 
and hence it is doubtful, whether fhristians by 
profession, have not shed much pore human 
blood, than was ever shed by the h@thens on re- 
ligious differences | Hanging, burnigg and gibbet- 
ing in their simple forms are mercifs In compari- 
son of the tortures which have bec} inflicted by 
Christian professors on each other, merely on ac- 
count of a difference of opinion wth respect to 
the meaning of the Scriptures, “ tle only and in- 
fallible rule of faith and practice,”as affirmed by 
my opponent, and without which; as he affirms, 
there is no salvation. And thes¢ outrages upon 
humanity have not been confined|to one sect of 
Christians—there is hardly any stct wholly free 
from the foul charge!!! The Catholics under 
their Pope—the Calvinists under their founder— 
the Episcopalians under their Bishops and Arch- 
bishops, whether Lutheran or Calvinistics and the 
Presbyterians under their respective sources of 
authority and power—And this is not all, their 
Clergy the highest officers in their churches have 
manitested a cruelty, an avarice, an ambition, a 
sensuality, wholly unparatieled by heathen profes- 
sors, in some instances c\siming a supremacy over 
their temporal Rulers, in others making use of 
the temporal authority to force people into a con- 
formity with doctrines the most absurd ; and de- 
régatory, not onty to the character of the Deity, 


but to the p'sinest maxims of Scripture and com- 
mon sense. 

Now where will we find in modern history any 
parallel in atrocity to these ? Where will we find 
any heathen nation who was so depraved as to 
persecute and shed the blood of a brother for a 
difference of opinion? If out Lord’s criterion be 
a correct one, “ by their fruits ye shall know 
them”—how shall we judge of a people who have 
—— forth so plentiful a crop from thorns and 
thistles as Christendom has ?—And yet, forsooth, 
all God’s mercy is to be confined within the num- 
ber of the selfish, cruel, avaricious, seasual pro- 
fessors of Christianity!!! Oh what presumption ! 
-—Poor debased Christendom—lInstead of bowing 
herself to the earth, and laying her mouth in the 
very dust—she dares recount her good works be- 
fore the Omniscient—she claims an ex€lusive right 
to heaven—rings her weekly, her daily account of 
her alms deeds, in the ears of God and Man !!!— 
and is likely, I fear, to retire from the public dis- 
play of ber virtues, less justified in the divine 
sight, than the poor creature who dares not so 
much as lift his Eyes to heaven, but smiting his 
breast, begs only for mercy from the fountain of 
universal Love! 

My atseems much offended at my saying 
that “ Christendom falls behind the very heathen 
in the essentials of true faith?’ By “ true faith,” 
Amicus does not understand that faith which satis- 
fies itself with preaching and singing, eating bread 
and drinking wine, dipping and sprinkling people. 
Of this faith, I believe the professors of Christi. 
anity may boast a greater share than any other 
people—except the Scribes and Pharisees. It is 
a faith that may be attained without the mortifica- 
tion of a single passion, the sacrifice of one darling 
lust. By true Faith, 1 mean, that “ Faith that 
worketh by love.” Gal. v. 6, that faith that actn- 
ates * pious heathens” to deeds of mercy and acts 
of charity—-I say pious heathen without the least 
fear that any liberal Christian will deem the terms 
irrational or “ contradictory.” ‘To say there are 
** pious heathen,” yh —e as great an offence 
against propriety of speech, as to say there are 
such things as a wise focls”——this may be, yet I 
do not think it would be a very ditikcu't matter 
to shew that both these kinds of people are to be 
found within the human family! The “ ezsentia?s 
of true Faith” are Good Works “ Faith,” says 
the Apostle, “ without works is dead,” James ii 
17. “ By their fruits ye shall know them,” sa 
our Lord. This criterion, sanctioned as it is, i 
divine authority, is certainly the best that could 
possibly be given to man for ascertaining the me- 
rits of his brother, yet my Opponent prefers one 
of his own making!!! 

In order to shew that those fruits by which we 
may distinguish the real adopted child of God 
from the vain boaster of his own works are not 
confined to those who have the Scriptures, I will 
appeal to facts, and in this appeal I have no doubt 
of being able to shew that while professing Chris 
tians of the highest stamp have produced the 
disgraceful fruits of the* horn,” and the “ this. 
tle,” that portion of God’s family whom these 
high professors cal heathens, savages, barbarians 
and idolaters, have tar outstripped them in divine 
works of mercy, jtis'ice, and truth. 

1 suppose it will be admitted, that there is no 
nation on Earth, (except it be the Americans) 
who boast more of their religious attainments 
than the British. These high professors, these 
pretended disciples of that religion which breathes 
the language of peace on Earth and good will to 
men, with the Bible in one hand and the sword in 
the other, invaded the territory of the unoffending 
Hindoos, burned their towns and hamlets, butch- 
ered and starved mnumerable multitudes of the 
rightful owners of the soil, and finally reduced 
sixty or eighty millions of people to a state of 
subjection or vassalage. And this is not all, after 
making them taste the bitter fruit of that religion 
which prevails throughout Christendom, and is 
falsely called the Christian Rcligion—after forc- 
ing them to wear the yoke of political slavery they 
set every engine to work to bring them under 
the more odious burden of religious domination. 
Claudius Buchanan a man known in the literary 
world as an author, seeing the vast sums continu- 
ally flowing into the civil purse, seems to have 
thought that the clergy had been ‘* neglected in 
the daily mimistration” of wealth, squeezed from 
the labour of the poor oppressed natives, and 
therefore writes “a Memoir on the expediency of 
an Ecclesiastical Establishment for British India.” 
To those who understand what an Ecclesiastical 
Establishment means, any explanation of his mo- 
tives is unnecessary ; but to many of the inhabi- 
tants of our highly favoured land, long exempted 
from the physical power of the Priesthood, it may 
be proper tosay, that an Ecclesiastical Establish- 
ment means, a power vested in the Clergy to force 
from every man (who will not voluntarily devote 
his time and labour to support a luxurious set of 
worldlings) the tenth part of his produce, besides 
various other demands of a religious, or rather 
irreligious nature. i ; 

Now what is the character of this nation whose 
territory we Christians invaded, whose inhabit- 
ants we butchered, and those we did not butcher 
hare enslaved ? Truly, if we take their character 
from those, whose interest it is to villify, then they 
must be a very idolatrous, immoral people! 
Through the medium of tracts, pamphlets and 
prints got up by men who were deeply concerned, 
to reap the fruits of Hindoo industry, we have 
had the most disgusting picture of this poor peo- 
ple that perhaps was ever drawn of human na- 
ture--and yet a picture very unlike the original, 
if we may credit numberless disinterested authors 
who have from a long and intimate knowledge of 
that people, had the best opportunities of knowing 
them. 





Anvurazyyj Secretary to Akbar, the Mogul 
Efoperory Who was deemed one of the most learn- 
ed and best Writers of the East, and who had 
much opportunity af knowing the Hindoos, gives | 
the following testimony of their character, ‘“The 
one and all, believejn the unity of the God 
and although they hdd i in high veneration, 
yet they are by nO heans Lactsors, as the igno- 
rant suppose. I havé¢ myself frequently discours- 
ed on the subject with many and upright 
men of this religion,and comprehend their doc- 
trin®, which is, that are only representa- 
tivés of celestial Beings, to whom they turn them- 
selves while at sbepel % prevent their thoughts 
from wandering.’

Let me then ask the candid reader, 
let me isk Mr. Buchanan himself, who unin@uen- 
ced by the prospect of professional advantage had 
possibly been less willing to villify the Hindoos, 
whetha in Great Britain, under such obvious cir- 
cumstances of temptation, the masters property |.

Arr 8.—The Tresurer shall at every 
stated meeting of the s¢ciety, exhibit an ac- 
court of receipts and expenditures, and 
shall pay no monies but to the order of the 
Society, or during its mcess, to the order of 
the acting committee. 

Art 9.—All reflecions and cénsures 
on religious sect and pa’ty, at any meetings 
of the Society, or of the acting committee, 
shall be deemed out oforder 

Arr. 10.—The Society shall never em- 
bark in any party meastre agitated in the 
State, farther than as the interests of mo- 
ratity may be involved ; but all its members 
shall hold themselves bound to withhold 
their vote from every candidate for office 
known tothem not to be under the govern- 
ment of moral principles. 

Arr. 11 —The Secretary shallregister 
the proceedings of the Society, have the 
charge of thepapers, aid with the President 
or Vice-President, authenticate by his sig- 
nature all the’ minutes of its acts. |

effort of many has every way the advantage 
over individual exertion. The undersigned! 
citizens of Cecil County inthe State of 
Maryland, and of Chester County, in the 
State of Pennsylvania, have agreed, and 
hereby do agree, to form themselves into a 
society for the purpose of promoting ihe 
interests of morality both in themseives and 
the community at large; to be known by 
the name of the Guardian Society of Not- 
tingham 

In particular the members of the Society 
pledge themselves to each other, co-operate 
by every proper means, to obtain an amend- 
ment of the laws for suppressing vice and 
immorality, as far as they may be judged to 
need amendment; to aid the civil officers 
in the execution of the laws ; and in dis- 
countenancing what is vicious, and encour- 
aging what is virtuous generally ; having 
special reference to all that belongs to in- 
temperance, blasphemy, gambling, fiorse- 
racing, and profanation of the Sabbath. 
With these views they kereby adopt the 
following Contitutional Articles 

ARTICLE |.—Ail persons of good moral 
standing, on_sbscribing this constitution, 
paying to the Treasurer the sum of Fifty 
Cents, and complying with the rules and 
regulations from time to time adopted, shall 
be a member of the Society. 

Art. 2—-Any member may withdraw 
from the society by signifying his intention 
to the Secretary,and having it entered upon 
the minutes ; and any member may be ex- 
pelled by a vote of the Society, Provided, 
the motion for expulsion shall be made and 
seconded at a regular meeting, previous to 
the one at which it shall be voted. And 
all motions for the expulsion of a member 
shall be decided without debate. 

Ant. 3—The officers of the Society 
shall be, a President, a Vice-President, a 
Treasurer, a Secretary, and an acting com-

rounding neighbourhbod. In this highly 
important undertaking, they surely do not 
deceive themselves when they count upon 
the countenance and support of the whole 
virtuous part of the community. They 
will not insult the understanding of their 
fellow citizens, by offering them arguments 
to prove that sound morality is the first and 
most essential requisite of happiness both 
in individuals and society at large; and the 
preservation of that free government which 
is the boast of our highly favoured country 
is hopeless without it. These things may 
surely be taken for granted, and being’ grant- 
ed, it will clearly follow that the only good 
citizen isthe man of virtue. But that man’s 
virtue must be very deficient who does not 
exert the powers he possesses in endeav- 
onring to make others virtuous; or if that 
cannot be done, in deterring them from 
crime, by executing upon them the whole- 
some restraints of law. 

The Society hope, that the very associ- 
ation of themselves together for the pur- 
poses they profess, will have a happy effect 
in strengthening virtuous principle intheir 
own breasts. They are well aware that to 
allow themseives in the same misconduct, 
for which they reprove and punish others, 
would be to bring down upon their own 
heads merited reproach. Among the vices 
which it will be their especial endeavour to 
restrain, drunkenness holds the first place. 
This may truly be called the master-vice, 
which degrades our country in a most ex- 
traordinary manner And in endeavouring 
to restrain it, a primary object will Le to 
prevent the multiplication of public houses 
beyond what is necessary ; and to put the 
law in force against all disorderly retailers 
of ardent spirits. ‘The Society wish it°to 
be distinctly understood that they will use 
their right as citizens, to remonstrate to 
the courts, against granting license to pub- 
lic houses, in situations where they are not 
needed ; and also against renewing license 
to those tavern keepers whose want of con- 
science, allows them, for sake of lucre, to 
convert their houses into receptacles for the 
idle, swearing, drinking part of the popula- 
tion, who while they bring ruin upon tnem- 
selves and families spread the taint of their 
debaucheries among the rising generation. 

It is conceived that the heinous crimin- 





ality of selling intoxicating liquor, to intem- 





perate persons, is by no means regarded 
with that abhorrence that it ought. Many 
who are in the habit of it, would surely not 
continue in it, if they were duly awake, to 
the enormity of the transaction, which is in 
some respect worse, than the intemperance 
to which it ministers. The intemperate 
person, is under a kind of infatuation, that 
blunts his senses, and renders him often 
scarcely rational, in pursuing this vice ; 
while the retailer of liquor, who furnishes 
him with the intoxicating potion, has his 
eyes open, and lends his, aid to the destruc 
tion of his unhappy fellow being, purely 
from sordid motives of gain. Though no 
law exists to punish retailers of liquor by 
the quart and gallon who sell to those unhap- 
py persons, whom they know tobe destroy- 
ing themselves and families, the society 
will feel themselves justified, in ceasing to 
deal with such retailers altogether ; on their 
persevering after admonition in such im- 
moral procedure But it is not one vice only 
with which the society war. Blasphemy, 
gambling, horse-racing, profanation of the 
Sabbath and immorality generally they are 
determined, by every prudent and legal 
measure to oppose. 

The Society are not unapprized of the 
difficulties of the task they undertake. They 
expect, if they are faithful to the duties in 
which they engage, to meet with reproach: 


| but they are sure, it will be only from those 


whose reproach, is more to be chosen than 
their praise. 

And if they shall be so happy, as to meet 
the approbation of the virtuous part of the 
community, in addition to that of their own 
minds ; they will be more than compensa- 
ted for any labour or expenditure, they may 
incur. And may they not hope that the 
good cause, in which they have embarked, 
will soon attract such an overwhelming ma 
jority to their ranks as will at once look 
down vice. Surely the noblest attainment to 
which virtuous ambition can aspire, is that 
of Lbenefittiag our fellow men in their mos! 
vital interests. Ifit is tree concerning agri- 
culture, that the man who makes two ears 
of corn grow, where there was before bu: 
one, or two blades of grass where there was 
before but one, eserves better of his spe- 
cies, than the greatest conqueror, the world 
has ever seen, it is equally true that the 
moralist who eradicates, or even lessens one 
vice in society, and causes a virtue to spring 
up in its stead ; dces more for his species 
than the greatest agriculturist that has ever 
benefited society. 

May we not hope that the pledge we 
have given to withhold our votes from eve- 
ry candidate for office, who is believed not 
to be under the power of moral principles, 
will meet the approbation of every friend 
to the moral interests of ovr country ; and 
that if so, he will ¢ go and do likewise.’ If it 
is true that righteous laws, righteously ex- 
ecuted ; are at the bettom of a country’s 
prosperity, itis surely an outrage upon com- 
mon sense, to suppose that any but men, 
alive to virtuous principles, are qualified, 
either to make laws or administer them. 
And while ithe force of example, has such 
a powerful influence over the minds of the 
mass of mankind, it must be treason against 
the cause of virtue, to place men in conspi- 
cuous Stations in society, whose example 
will spread the taint of vice. 

We invite the conscientious of all de- 
nominations within the vicinity to join us. 
To unite our councils, and combine our 
energies, in the common cause of good mo- 
rals in which all are agreed; while it will 
require no sacrifice of conscience, as it re- 
gards doctrine, or worship, may be expect- 
ed, to have a happy effect, in lessening par- 
ty asperity, and promoting the harmony of 
feeling that ought to characterize christi- 
ans of evcry name. We put it to the con- 
sciences, of the whole conscientious part of 
the community, whether the non-execu- 
tion of the wholesome laws of our country, 
for the suppression of vice, is not a most 
serious evil, and if so, whether those who 
stand aloof, and refuse any co-operation in 
carrying them into effect, can be consider- 
ed in the discharge of their duty. Let it be 
remembered that the cause of morality and 
virtue acknowledges no neutrals, 


We call upon our virtuous young men, 
to step forward and take the part that be- 
longs to them, in forming themselves to all 
the habits that go to constitute good citi- 
zens and to cast in their mit¢ towards ex- 
tracting the poison that cankers the root 
of their country’s prosperity. And happy, 
indeed will the society think themselves, if 
their humble labours, shall in any degree 
stimulate others, not to tread in their foot- 
steps mercly, but to surpass them far, in 
the career of virtuous effort, towards stem.

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The following directions and regulations 
for the government of the Society and act- 
ing committee were adopted: 

The acting committee, are directed to 
divide themselves into sub-committees of 
two or three members, having respect to 
situation, and distance, so tl.at as far as prac- 
ticable, the members of the sub-commit- 
tees, shall be contiguous to each other. and 
each sub-committee in concert with the 
members of the society who are near them 
shall be particularly charged with the in- 
spection of the surrounding neighbourhood. 

It shall be the duty of the sub-commit- 
tees, to collect information for the acting 
committee ‘To instruct, advise, and admo- 
nish, disorderly persons, previous to any 
legal procedure against them, and to request 
the Chairman tocall meetings of the acting 
committee, when in their judgement cir- 
cumstances require it. But except in cases 
of emergency that will not admit delay, it 
is judged proper, that prosecutions shall be 
entered, only under the direction of the 
acting committee. 

Itis judged proper, that mildness with 
firmness, shall as tar as possible, influence 
the proceedings of the society Where 
the case will admit of it, other nieasures 
shall not be resorted to, until warning and 
admonition given in the spirit of tenderness 
shall have failed to produce their proper 
effect And in no instance shall measures 
founded in motives of interest or resents 
ment ever be pursued. 

All the members of the society, shall hold 
chemselves bound to renier every assistance 
in their power, 'o the acting committee in 
the discharge oftheir duty. But no mem- 
ber either of the society. or acting commit- 
tee, shall be bound to take any active hand 
i any procedure contrary to hisconscience. 

It may be proper, for the ating com- 
mittee by a vote of twothirds oftheir whole 
number, to recommend to the whole socie- 
ty, to avoid dealing with those traders who 
after admonition, continue to sell Jiquor tu 
persons in the habit of intoxication. 

Every member of the society is instruct- 
ed to use their endeavour io obtain persons 
of gocd moral character in the vicinity to 
join the society.

In a small country town in Massachu- 
setts, there lived two wealthy farmers, 
whose lands adjoined each other.

But I am willing te do 
what is right about it, and always have 
been; and we never should have had any 
difficulty if it had not been for you and 
your boys. 

When Mr. 8 retired there was a gen- 
eral exclamation in the family—Well! 
what can all this mean! This is some- 
thing new! I wonder what will happen 
next! What in the world has produced all 
this! Why, says a great tall boy, who had 
helped his father earry on the quarrel, I 
heard last night that Mr. S. was one of 
those that are under concern. ‘The father 
was silent, and svon after retired quite 
disturbed. What! is S. coneerned for 
his soul? He is going to become a Cbris- 
tian ? If he can aed sieves no one need 
despair. Why should he come and ask 
my forgiveness? If religion will humble 
such a man, it is surely a goodthing He 
said, we shall be afraid to meet each other 
at the bar of God. It is true, we have 
both acted like fools : but then I have had 
great provocation, Oh! 1 am a_ great 
sinner. I have been completely under the 
influence of satan. 1 fear God has given 
me up. Others are auxious for their 
souls; and even this wicked wretch is be- 
cominga Christian, Gracious God! what 
a sinner | am.—Oh God have merey on my 
soul! Thus his sins were set in order be- 
fore him; and he was in great distress for 
several days. At length he could smother 
his feelings no longer—he took his hat and 
went to see his once hated neighbor As he 
entered the door he received a cordial wel- 
come.

Extract of a letter to the Editor from Rev. Mr. 
Smaitz, now on a mission to Charleston, Bikton 
and vicinities, under the direction of the Presby- 
tery of New Castle, dated Charleston, Md. April 
13th, 1822, 


I promised I would write to you from this 
place, and inform you how the good work of the 
Lord progresses here and in the neighborhood. 

On Wednesday evening 1 preached at North 
East ; the assembly was not so large as on a for- 
mer occasion ; but J ascribe it to the unpleasant- 
ness of the night; and the remarkable busy sea- 
son with the people along these shores in fishing. 
—Oh that they would ail Mnoaihe fishers of men! 
Much solemnity however prevailed; and 1 think 
it was good to be there. 

On the evening of my arrival I preached here 
to a large and solemn assembly. Afier the bless- 
ing Was pronounced, I was requested to, go to a 
private house to converse with some anxious 
souls —I went, and we had a precious season. 
Yesterday I held an anxious meeting: and 17 anx- 
ious and rejoicing souls were present. Last 
nigbt f held a prayer meeting about a mile from 
town. A large number was present, and we had 
4 most solemn meeting—it appeared as if the 
greater part of the audience was in tears. I had 
to request the people several times to retire to 
their homes, as it was late —With reluctance they 
left the house. The good work of God is, Lam 
pereuaded still progressing ; and I think we can 
number about thirty enquiring and rejoice 
ing souls. Some of the enquiring or anxious souls 
are very much distressed for their sins; and 
some new cases are almost daily discovered to us. 
May the Lord carry on his work here, let us con- 
tinue to pray. Some of the male subjects of this 
work have already begun to pray in public, and 
the young females have commenced a prayer 
meeting. To-morrow I preach here, and 1 hope 
it will be a day long to be remembered by many 
now hardened sinners. 

Mr. S. writes that on Sabbath last he spoke 
twice in Elkton ; but mourns over the apparent 
want of engagedness in that people, to the con- 
cerns of their never dying souls. He begs chris- 
tlans to pray that his second visit to that place 
(Sabbath next) may be more biessed; and that 
the Holy Spirit may be poured out upon them.

Extract of a letter from a gentleman at Hunts. 
ville, Alabama, who lately visited Creek Path, 
dated March 16, 1822, to a friend near this 
place. 














TI set out with Mr. T. on Wed- 
vesday afternoon and reached the station at Creek 
Path on Thursday to dinner, where we found 
Catherine Brown and Mrs, Potter busily engaged 
in the duties of the house and school—happy as 
the day, and cheerful as summer—they welcom- 
ed us with smiles of kindness, and words of peace 
—l was at once at home, and felt that my privi- 
lege was great. This is consecrated ground— 
here dwells the missionary of the Cross—the de- 
voted followers of Him who went about doing 
good, and I am not worthy a place in his tent, for 
I have done nothing for Him who died for me — 
Oh, how poor and worthless do I appear beside 
those who have left father and mother anu friends 
and all for Christs sase—and to be received by the 
endearing appellation of “ Brother” caused me 
truly to feel my /ittleness, Catherine 1 have des- 
cribed in a former letter. 

Mrs. P. ciaims our attention, she is always busy, 
and always cheerful and happy; whether sweeping 
the house, washing, cooking, scouring, toating 
in wood, dressing the children, making up beds, 
milking the cows—or any other little missionary 
business —She is always smiling and looks con- 
tented—the house is as neat as a new pin, 1 will 
not go into particulars. 1 saw the mission school 
—eat and drank and prayed with Cherokees— 
talked with her, who is so celebrated at the north, 
(Catherine) and deserves the admiration and love 
of ail christians, for hours on the goodness and 
mercy of God to sinners, and the wonders of a 
Saviour’s love—she speaks with much gratitude 
of the kindness of those friends who have been so 
kind to her, she has a deep sense of her unworthi- 
ness, and that all her strength is in Curtst—sihe 
is very humble, and always expresses herself with 
hesitation. She is considered as a scholar, and 
in the absence of John Arch acts as interpreter. 

The school consists of about 20—ten of whom 
are in the family, a goodly number for one female 
to take care of, but she has good health, and no 
children of her own, and is better able to attend 
them—I never heard children recite more prompt- 
ly or with more correctness in my life; among 
them is a boy about 15 years of age, a stout hand- 
some youth, whose countenance at once struck 
me, and having no name, but that of Bonaparte, 
I at once calied him J. W. T.—to which my triend 
willingly consents and will cheerfully comply 
with the terms (30 dollars per annum for 6 years.) 
I have great hopes of this poor boy, he is apt to 
learn, and of a most amiable disposition—he 
came to the school only a tew months ago, and is 





pegnning to spell and talk quite well. May the 
Lord ,make him a preacher of Righteousness and 
a blessing to the Cherokees—all things are carried 
on with regularity and on an excellent plan, tho 
9 oe is too new to have the Brainerd-rules. 

t past 7 in the morning the bell rings tor 
worship, and each one gets his or her Bibles Mrs. 
P. and Catherine also—Mr. P. takes Scott, from 
which he reads the notes of a chapter, the rest 
reading the Scripture in turn, one, two, or more 
verses, according to the notes=—he then reads 
the practical observations ; singing and: prayer 
follow—afier this each one gets one verse, to say 
at breakfast, which, with your permission, we 
will imitate after we meet—thus Mr. P. as soun 
as the blessing is asked, and while helping the 
children, repeats his; then Mrs. P. then Cuthe- 
rine, and so on round the table before they begin 
to eat. 

School begins at 9, and out at 12—in the afier- 
nvon 2 to 5—in the intervals the b: ys chop wood 
or work in the gatden, and the girls are kept 
busy sewing, &c. At evening worship Mr. P. 
simply reads a chapler, sings and prays. Cathe- 
rine copied for me\a hymn called “ Christian 
Love” with the Cherokee translation, and on this 
morning they sung it in Cherokee, at worship, 
and ail the children joined—twas sweet beyond 
descripti prizeS.W.T. has a most delight- 
tul voice. 1 think he will make a great man.

By publishing the following extract 
of a letter, written by a pious lady to her friend, 
you may encourage some timud female, who while 
she is anxious to be active in the cause of her 
Redeemer, is fearful of acting out of her sphere. 

April 13th, 1822. 

* We are never justifiable in the per- 
formance of any duty unless we can appeal to the 
law and to the testimony as our guide & counsellor 
if we have that sure word of prophecy, we oughi 
to take heed how we can be maintained in our 

proper sphere by its precepts, and when we have 
the full asssurance of understanding from this 
unerring director, we need not fear to contend 
with the wisdom of man. For our own encourage- 
ment letus search the Scriptures and learn how 
the holy women of old lived and acted: In Ex- 
odus xr. 21, 22. we read of “* Miriam the pro- 

pheiess,” of whom Scoit observes “ perhaps on 
some cocasions she delivered the messages ot God 
to the women of Israel ;” for this observation ot 
Miriam is recorded in Numbers xii. 20. ** hath 
the Lord spoken only by Moses. Hath be notal- 
so spoken by us” We also read of “ Deborah 
the prophetess who judged Israel;” and there ap- 
pears no question on the propriety of her conduct 
msacred history. Indeed Barak wouid not go 
up to battle without her: see Judges 4th chapier, 
Scott observes here of Barak that he hesitated 
concerning his success, unless she went with him; 

he no doubt desired her presence and council as 
wellas her prayers. It appears from the history 
of Deborah that she not only went forth with the 
army, but led in the song of victory in the midst 
of the soldiers and valient men of Israel. My 
dear sister, if youorl were to turn General we 
should be drummed out of camp; nevertheless 
Deborah wasa woman! Surely there were men 
enough in Israel, and there are men enough now, 
but the Lord magnified his name by committing 
this treasure of light, knowledge and holiness to 
the earthen vessel of a female mind. “ As he hath 
done, so he willdo,” and we will praise him aiso. 
We have a most respectable testimony relative to 
“ Huldwh the prophetess” in 2d Kings 22d chap, 
Even king Josiah did net think it beneath him to 
send atd enquire of her (for she dwelt at the 
college in Jerusalem, ) concerning the word of the 
Lord, neither did the Priests (who certainly 
were capable of giving counsel) hesitate to com- 
mune with her relative to the important concerns 
of religign. It is also remarkabe that a woman 
should be invested with the spirit of prophecy at 
the time other prophets were speaking in the 
name of the Lord, fur devemiah and Zephaniah 
also prophesied at this period. Scott here ob- 
serves, “ in communicating his special blessings 
the Lorddoes not confine himself \o age or order, 
or sex,ar condition in society: bat divideth 
severally to every one as he will, and they 
who are too great or tov proud to learn from 
their inferiors are likely to live and die with- 
out true wisdom. We read also of “ Anna the 
prophetess” whe departed not from the temple, 
but served God day and night (of course she dic 
not object to nighi-worship as some do.) We al- 
so read that “ she spake of Jesus to all them that 
looked for redemption in Jerusalem :” Luke ui. 
33. Was this aged saint out of character or vut 
of her duty in acting thus? Will any one con 

demn us for acting luke her? Scott here remarks, 
* We should be careful how we condemn indis- 
crimiaately practices or modes of life because 
many have disgraced them; fer who can refuse 
a tribute of commendation to the pious Anna ?” 
In the third chapter of Jolin we have an account 
of a wicked woman whose heart the Lord Jesus 
changed and warmed, and she immediately wen 

into the city and said unto the wen, * come, see, 
is not this the Christ?” “ This woman left the 
town ignorant, bigotted and lascivious—by a m- 
racle of grace she returned an evangelist to preach 
Christ to ber neighbors, who were sv impressed 
by her words and by the power that aitend- 
ed them, that they went forth in great numbers to 
meet Jesus!” We readin Acts xxv. 9. that the 
evangelist Pbilip had four daughters who did pro- 
phecy. ‘The Apostle Paul was not backward to 
commend Phoebe to the church at Rome, and ex- 
horted christians there to receive her as * be- 
cometh saints,”—he was by no means ashamed 
to acknowledge her usefulness. Priscilla he calls 
‘“‘ my helper in Christ Jesus ;” and not only ren- 
dered thanks for her kindness, but spake of all 
the churches of the Gentiles being indebted to 
her and ber husband. Mary is also mentioned as 
bestowing much labor on the Apostles. In the 
record of Females whose memorial is preserved 
in “ leaves more durable than leaves of brass.” 
we have sufficient evidence that we may render 
ourselves extremely useful to the church ofChrist. 
But we need to act with great prudence and cau- 
tion least our zeal consume our discretion, 
and when we expect light, find nothing but 








smoke.-~Whilet we aim to be “ apt to teach” let 

us also be “ apt to learn ;” and never act 60 as to 

lead others to suppose we cherish that sei!-com- 

placency which says “ We are the people ; and’ 
wisdom dwells with us.” 

At this interesting period when our hearts are 
burning to do good to all around us, let us tem- 
per our ardour by a constant sense of our own 
ignorance and guilt ; this whilst it softens our 
eelings, will cause the law of love to dwell upon 
our lips ; and our words will be like apples of 
gold set in pictures of silver. -, 

It would be well to study that discrimination 
of character which our biessed Master exempli- 
fied ; for when addressing the proud Pharisees, 
he called them ‘+a generation of vipers :” yet 
when he looked upon the “ young mau,” bic tcn- 
derly observed, “ one thing thou lacketh.”

UNITED FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Union Station -——The journal of this 
branch of the mission for October is con- 
tained in the Missionary Register for 
Mareh. Most of the members of the mis- 
sion family were sick ; some convalescent, 
and able to attend to business; others con- 
fined and suffering severely. It was in 
contemplation to build a saw-mill and 

ist-mill, under one roof, to be moved by 
the weight of oxen, on an inclined wheel. 
Ne stream of water has been found that 
will answer the purpose. ‘The family were 
somewhat alarmed by the reported ap 


proach of a body of 400 Cherokee war-| 


riors ; though charged by Maj. Bradford, 
the United States’ agent, not to injure the 
establishment, there was yet reason to fear 
that they might attempt to destroy the 
three little Osage children that had been 
received into the family. The brethren 
and sisters, beside their Saterday evening 
prayer-meeting, have established a reli- 
gieus conference among themselves, on 
Sabbath evening, and meet with their bir- 
ed men, one evening in the week, for their 
spiritual benefit—Their corn harvest a- 
mounted to 400 bushels. 

Harmony Station.—Letters have been 
received as late as Dec. 6. from Mr. 
Dodge, the superintendant. Mr. Seely, a 
valued member of this mission, was seized 
with the pleurisy on the 11th Nov. and 
died the 22d of the same month. ‘This is 
breach upon breach. The past season has 
been more unhealthy than has beea known 
for many years before. The Indians have 
heen afflicted with uncommon sickness and 
mortality, as well as the missionaries. 
Ten cabins, of sixteen feet square, are 
compleated for the family. A store-house 
is finished, and a kiteher and dining hail 
nearly se. One of the missionaries ob- 
serves, that the country as Jittle deserves 
the name of a wiiderness, as any in the 
union. ‘The establishment, though t8 miles 
from the Indian Village, is visited almost 
every day, by larger or smaller, parties of 
Indians, The children appear finely, and 
it was hoped at the date of the letter, to 
have the school opened in three or four 
weeks, Miss Weller writes under date 
Dee. 23, that the health of the family was 
improving; that prospects of usefulness 
were favourable; one Indian who has a 
family, comes constantly to learn his les- 
son, and others attend occasionally. ‘They 
manifest a desire to learn. The Osages, 
it is ascertained, worship the sun, moon, 
stars and earth; and it is supposed that 
they worship certain animals, as tutelar 
deities, the eagle, the panther, &e. 

Seneca Station.—The journal of Mr. 
Harris, from Jan. ist to Feb. sth, would 
Jead us to suppose the prospeets of this 
mission growing darker instead of hright- 
ening, as was stated in the Reeorder of 
the 6th inst. “The greater part of the 
month past,” says Mr. H. “we have had 
much that is calculated to excite our faith 
and patience, and to render us humble in 
the work to which we trust the Lord hath 
ealled us.” These trials have arisen from 
the rather uncivil refusal of the Seneeas, 
to meet for public worship at the mission 
house, instead of the council house, during 
the winter, thongh the first is the most cen- 
tral place of meeting. and the most con- 
venient one for the Sabbath school; anda 
like refusal to move the old school house to 
& more convenient spot, to be converted in- 
to a spinning and weaving shop for their 
females. They manifest a covetous and 
ungrateful disposition ; some of the most 
regular and influential men in the nation, 
however, were not present at their delibe 
rations, and the next week the Chiefs who 
had taken the lead in such unchristian con 
duct, seemed to be sensible of their fault. 
and desirous te make amends by renewed 
attentions. 

The sehools at ‘Tonewanta, for the 
charge of which Mr. Thayer had been ap 
pointed by the Board, it seems has gone in- 
to other hands; at least, the Chiefs have 
resolved to assume the management of it, 
and appoint their own teacher. Some 
oT hangs over this subject at present, 
whieh doubtless will soon be cleared up.

SOUTH CAROLINA ANNUAL CONFERENCE 
OF THE METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


The conference commenced in Agusta, 
Geo. on Thursday the 2tst February. It 
was attended by Bishops M’Kendree and 
George, and nearly an sien thee preachers, 
a majority of whom were members. It 
continued five hours in session each day, 
excepithe Sabbath ‘Three sermons a day 
were preached usually, and four on the 
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Lord’s day, when a large number were set 
apart and ordained to the sacred offices of 
eacon and Elders. 

A very favorable report, relative to our 
Indian missions in the Greek nation, was 
made by our esteemed missionary, ap- 

ointed partly to that work Just year. 
['wo missionary stations among the Greeks 
were adopted, which are styled Asbury and 
M’Kendree, to which two missiouaries are 
appointed, and also a superintendant, who 
is likewise to act as conference Hse repent S 
and use his best endeavours to obtain funds 
and necessaries for the support of those 
establishments. A missionary committee 
for the management of three institutions 
was created, and is to meet semi-annually. 
Very favorable ivformation from the 
Salem and ‘labernacle Academies, rela- 
tive to the literary, moral and religious ac- 
quirements and deportment of their teach- 
ers and students were received. These 
schools have been formed on principles 
which accord with the economy of our 
church, and were tendered to us for our 
patronage and adoption—they were accor- 
dingly adopted, and a school committee 
created, whose business it is, with their 
respective trustees, to secure the support 
and form laws for the government of said 
Academies. 

The Missionary pore of the South 
Carolina Conference, held its annual 
meeting the day before couference, made 
report, recognized eight branches, and e- 
lected officers and managers for the pre- 
sent year. 

The last Fridays in May and Septem- 
ber, were set apart as days of Humilha- 
tion, Fasting and Prayer ; to be observed 
throughout the bounds specially—to pray 
for the divine blessing on our Jaboers and 
a general revival of vital piety. 

From the very large and frequently 0- 
verflowing congregations that atiend the 
ministry of the word, the seriousness of 
their countenances, the many who are of- 
ten bathed in tears, and the eloquent, ener- 
getie and powerful manner in which the 
sermons were in general delivered, we 
have much ground to hope many lasting 
religious impressions were made, and trust 
we shall hear of a gracious harvest cre it 
be long, in Augusta.

Mission among the Creek Indians. 
The following letter, dated Augusta, 
Feb. 28. 1822. directed to the correspond- 
ing Secretary of the Missionary Society 
of the Methodist Episcopal Chureh will 
shew the state of this mission: 


DEAR BROTHER, 

You have been informed of the a- 
gross entered into by the South Caro- 
ina Conference, with the Creek Indians ; 
and some of the circumstances under which 
that agreement was concluded. Later ae. 
counts evidence the importance of the un- 
dertaking ; and give increasing entourage- 
ment to prosecute it. 

The buildings at our first establishment 
are so far advanced as to admit the open- 
ing of a sehool immediately ; and the good 
disposition of the Indians has imereased 
with the progress of the work. 

From the present Conference, we send 
two ministers into this important field. 
Our venerabie brother, the Rev. Isaac 
Smith, who in the year 1786 was associat- 
ed with the first missionaries to South Ca- 
rolina, now offers himself for the Indians ! 
He goes in charge of the mission; and 
with him, his caddies wife. Brother An- 
drew Hammill, an elder, is associated with 
them. These were not chosen without 
much prayer; and heartily offer them- 
selves, and are most cordially approved by 
us, for the great work upon which they 
are embarked 

In the west of Georgia, two other miss- 
ionaries, Gideon Mason and John J. 
riggs, are employed. ‘heir mission co- 
vers an estensive frontier, lately acquired 
from the Indians, but already inhabited by 
thousands of our citizens. We look anx- 
iously into Florida and ery to evlarge our 
coast. When shall the gospel take the 
wings of the morning and fly to the utter- 
most parts of the earth! For this we will 
iuerease our efforts with the approaching 
time,

From the Missionary Herald for April. 
PALESTINE MISSION, 
Letter from Mr. Parsons to Mr. Cyrus 
Byington, dated Jerusalem, May 5, 1821. 
My dear Brether,—Just as I left Smyr- 
na, 1 wrote a hasty letter in reply to yours 
of August 18th, enough to express my 





gratitude for the favor, and my wish to 
stand among the few, who are to receive 
many of your letters. 

After a residence of about three months 
in this sacred city, T ean say, that in one 
respect it differs from any other place I ev- 
er visited :—there is no such thing as 
being satiated by viewing _. every 
where presented to the eye. ‘The sight of 
Smyrna, of Pergamos, of Patmos, awa- 
kened the tenderest sensibilities : but the 
feelings were in a measure momentary. It 
is not so with Jerusalem. 

I now go to Mount Calvary,—walk in 
the Garden of Gethsemane,—stand upon 


the heights of Zien,—aseend the Mount of 


Olives,—drink of the waters of Siloam, 
with greater pleasure, than I did on the 
first day of my arrival. Indeed there are 80 
many subjects presented to the mind, such 
as the devout anthems of David; the 
dedicatory prayers of Solomon, when he 
kneeled, and spread out his hands to God, 
and consecrated a temple, which beeame 
the glory of the church, the wonder of the 
world; the exalted strains of Isaiah, when 
he saw the day of Christ and rejoiced; the 
zeal, patriotism and piety of Ezra and 
Nehemiah when they reared the taber- 
nacle of David amid the opposition of a 
world ; and what is infinitely more, the be- 
nevolence, sufferings, death, resurrection, 
and ascension of our divine Redeemer,— 
that the pleasure must be increased upon 
every examination. 

But what is rather remarkable, this view 
of the subject destroys all curiosity to see 
particular om venerated by the igno 
rant multitude) You are here shown the 
pillar. to which our Saviour was bound to 
be scourged ; the arch upon which Pilate 
cried, ** Behold the man!” The very door 
at which Peter knocked, when the angel 
led him from the prison; anda thousarnd 
other places of great veneration. Now all 
this is folly, and caleulated to disgust en- 
lightened travellers, and give strength to 
infidelity. 

But, that this city was for many ages 
the great capital of the church of the fi- 
ving God ; that it has been honored by the 


arama of David, of the Prophets, of 


abriel, and of God himself in human 
flesh: that the Gospel has been preached 
here with power, and with wonderful sue- 
cess, and a multitude from this city con 
ducted to the heavenly world.—is truth, 
upon which the mind may rest without the 
possibility of deception. And this is e- 
nough to satisfy the most enlarged and be- 
nevolent minds. 


You speak of the trials of Missionaries 
Perhaps you can speak of them by experi- 
enee. If so, you have found them, 1 doubt 
not much as we contemplated them, when 
examining the question relative to mis- 
sions. It is one thing, however, to make 
mention of tie trials of a Missionary, and 
quite another thing to experience them. 
We often said, we must languish under a 
burning sun; wander solitary and forsaken 
without a smile to cheer, or a heart to feel 
for us; be hated by many, flattered by a 
few, and loved by none; and have life 
always given over unto death. 


These, it is true, are afflictions, but not 
worthy to be mentioned in comparison with 
others, which prey more deeply on the 
heart. To be obliged to be silent when 
God is dishonored, and souls deeeived and 
destroyed by the craft of men; to be left 
in doubt what measures to pursue, what 
course to take, what counsel to give: to be 
counteracted in every good design hy a 
power which cannot be evaded. and to urge 
a spiritual religion upon these who have 
no ears to hear, no eyes to perceive. and 
yet who know that heaven is secure,—is 
an affliction which makes the heart bleed. 


I have never been more sensible of the 
duty of praying for Missionaries, than of 
late. In my solitary room I often find 
comfort from this refleetion ; that I may do 
good to my brethren who are afar off, even 
if L can do no good to those who are near. 
It is a comfort to pray for Missionaries by 
name, and thus employ a day in looking 
over the Christian world. IL think I ean 
say, that my assurance of the conversion 
of the world to Christ was never so firm 
as at the present time: and never, surely, 
were the obstacles and difficulties more af 
feetingly magnified. 

My brother, we need not fear, we may 
dismiss all solicitude,—go forward,—turn 
not to the right or to the left. God will 
overturn and overturn, till He, whose right 
it is, shall take the kingdom. 


I trust that your body and soul prosper. 
If you write to any of our fellow laborers 
give them Christian salutations. Wide is 
the field, but the reward is great My 
last wish is, that we may sit together in 
heavenly places. Levi Parsons. 


Extracts of a Letter from Mr. Fisk, to the 
Corresponding Secretary. 
Smyrna, Nov. 22, 1824. 

Dear Sir,—I have already given you 
some aecount of the village of Bedieui, and 
a visit which I made to it last winter. I 
have just returned from a residence of a 
month there with the families of the 
Messrs. Vanlenneps. We went ont Oct. 
20th. The five Sabbaths which I spent 
there, I preached in French to a congrega- 
tion of about twenty persons, from the fol- 
lowing texts :—‘Search the Scriptures.” 
“ The law of the Lord is perfect.” * When 
thy judgments are in the earth, the inhab- 
itants of the world learn righteousness.” 
“ There remaineth, therefore, a rest for 
the people of God.” ‘These were sermons, 
which I had previously written in English, 
and tramslated into French. I spent a lit- 
tle time in daily reading the Seriptures 
in English, Greek, and French, with six 
children of the Messrs. V. and devoted 
most of my remaining hours to study. I 
sold three Greek ‘Testaments for about one 
third the first cost, gave away four others, 
and distributed and left for distribution, 
100 Greek tracts of different kinds. I al- 
so visited the Greek priests frequently for 
the purpose of reading the Scriptures with 
them. After reading our Saviour’s dis- 
course tu Nicodemus, I asked, “ What is 
regeneration?” ‘Ihe head priest replied, 
* Baptism,” I asked, “Is it water bap- 
tism merely, or does it imply also the re- 
novation of the heart by the Holy Spirit ?” 

“It certainly implies the falter,” said 
he. Ireplied,*: Suppose a man has been 
baptized, but his heart remains unholy,and 
he has no true faith; can he be saved F”’ 
“ Certainly not was the reply.” I then en- 
tered into conversation to show the nature 
and necessity of the renewing influences 
of the Holy Spirit. To all that I said, he 
readily assented. 

A little way from Sedieui, there isa 
spring ealled “S:. John’s Fountain,” to 
which the Greeks attribute a kind of mi- 
raevlous power. ‘The water is slightly 
impregnated with iron. ‘The sick resort 
to this fountain, taste the water. make the 
sign of the cross, offer a short prayer, and 
then tie a smatl rag to the bushes which 
surround the spring, and, acco:dingly to 
publie opinion, depart materially benefit- 
ted. Hundreds of rags are hanging on the 
bushes, having been left there by inyva- 
lids, who came to be healed. Similar 
springs are found, it is said, in the neigh- 
horhood of many Greek villages, 

Smyrna, with its vicinity, continues to 
be a theatre of the most tragical and bloody 
seenes. ‘Three or four days ago, a quarrel 
took place between some ‘Turks. and some 
Slavenfans and Ragusians who are Aus- 
trian subjeets. A few individuals were 
killed on hoth sides ‘This excited the an- 
ger of the Turks generally to the highest 
piteh of phrenzy, and they wreaked their 
vengeance on the poor Greeks, shooting 
and stabbing them in the streets, and even 
breaking open houses ta glut their fury, 
and gratify their lusts. I have heard the 
number of assassinations committed in the 
course of two or three days, variously es- 
timated at from 100 to 800. 

| Mr. F. states, that firmans had been 
repeatedly received, ordering all peaceable 
Greeks to be protected, and that ‘lurks 
who molested them should be severely 
punished. ‘The effeet of these firmans 
was usually a short period of tranquility, 
which however. was repeatedly interrupted 
by a report of some victory gained, or some 
outrage, committed, by the Greeks. | 

My own situation is such, that 1 enter- 
tain very little apprehension as to my per- 
sonal safety. Yet scarcely a week has pas- 
sed, for eight months, in which I have not 
witnessed, or heard of events of the most 
revoliing and distressing kind. The oe- 
eurrences of this year have made the most 
horrid things recorded in ancient history 
seem familiar,—seem like facts; and not 
like the imaginations of a tragie muse. 
‘These exhibitions of lust, of cold blooded 
cruelty, furnish dreadful testimony of the 
corruption of human nature. © that from 
these impressive and instructive lessons, I 
may learn practical wisdom, 

| After some suggestions, as to the effect 
of the distnrbances in that country on the 
present operations of the mission, Mr. F, 
proceeds : |} 

Be the result of the war, however, what 
it may, HI entertain very little apprehen- 
sion, that it will be seriously unfavourable 
to our cause, and possibly it may open a 
wide door, for the circulation of the Serip- 
tures, the establishment of schools, and the 
diffusion of evangelical truth. Our gene- 
ral plans should be laid, not witha view 
to present occurrences merely, but princi- 
pally with reference to the general state 
of the country.
